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No man -can doubt but they prevented.me

both ro.exempt themſelves from their preſeat 
reſtraints, and to prevent thoſe after rigours, 
wherewith they ſaw themſelves apparantly 
threatned by the covetous zeal, and unchari- 
table fury of ſome men, who think it a great 
Argument of the truth of their Religion, to 
endure no other but their own. 
. God knows, as Ican with truth waſh my 
hands in-innocency, as to any Suilt in that Re- *? 
bellion ; ſo I might waſh them in my tears, as | 
to the ſad apprehenſions I had to ſee it ſpread 
fo far, and make ſuch waſte: and this in a 
time when diſtractions and jealouſies here in 
England made moſt men rather intent to their 
own ſafety, or deſignes they were driving, 
then to the relief of thoſe who were every day 
inhumanely butchered in Ireland ;: Whole 
tears and bloud might, if nothing elſe, have 
quenched, or at lealt for a time, repreſſed and 
ſmothered thoſe ſparks of Civill Difſentions 
and Jealouſfies which in England ſome men 
moſt induſtriouſly ſcattered. | 
I would to God no man kad been leſs af- *' 
feed with Irelands' fad eſtate then my Self ; 
Ioffered to go my Self in perſon upon that 
Ex- 
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Expedition” : But ſome men were either af- 
fraid I ſhould have any one Kingdom quiet- 
ed ; orloath they wereto ſhoot at any mark 
here leſs then my Self; or that any ſhould 
have the glory of my deftruction bur them- 
ſelves, Had my many offters beerr accepred, I 
am confident, neither the ruine bad been ſo 
great, nor the calamity ſo long, nor the re- 
medy fo deſperate.
